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HIGH LEVEL OF UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS 
IN THE THIRD QUARTER 


NITED KINGDOM exports in the month of September 
were valued at £210-4 million. This was a little more than 
in August, but both these months are normally affected by 
summer holidays ; the September figures were not affected by 


the London dock strike. For the third quarter exports averaged 
£221-0 million, over £9 million a month more than in the corres- 
ponding quarter last year and about as much as in the third quarter 
of 1951, when the previous highest value figure was recorded for 
this time of year. This year, however, the rate of improvement 
has fallen in successive quarters as compared with last year, when 
exports rose, especially in the second half of the year ; the rates of 
increase over the corresponding quarters of 1953 being 74 per 
cent. in the first quarter, 64 per cent. in the second and 44 per cent. 
in the third quarter. For the nine months as a whole exports were 
over 6 per cent. more than in January/September 1953. It is 
expected that with only minor price changes during the period the 
volume of exports in the third quarter of this year will prove to 
have been slightly less than in the two previous quarters, reflecting 
the seasonal effect of industrial holidays, but for the nine months 
the volume was probably some 8 per cent. greater than in the 
corresponding period of 1953 and more than in any previous 
comparable period. 

Imports in September amounted to £285-8 million, an increase 
of £19 million over the seasonally low August total. The monthly 
average for the third quarter was £279-3 million, little different

from the rate in the first half of the year and nearly 2 per cent. 
more than that in the third quarter of 1953. Apart from the effect 
of a slight fall in prices between the first and second halves of last 
year, the rate of imports by value has been fairly stable since the 
beginning of 1953. The volume of imports has not fluctuated 
significantly in the past year, being maintained at a level not pre- 
viously reached since the war except over comparatively short 
periods ; it remains however less than pre-war. 

Re-exports in September were valued at only £6-2 million. 
Although this was the lowest figure for over four years, it was 
affected by a seasonal fall in re-exports of raw wool and does not 
necessarily reflect any new decline in the rate of re-export. For 
the third quarter re-exports averaged {7-9 million a month. The 
excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, valued 
f.o.b., amounted to £50-4 million a month in the third quarter 
compared with £51-6 million in the previous quarter and £54-8 
million in the third quarter of 1953. 


Increase in World Exports 


It is estimated that in the first half of 1954 the value of world 
exports of manufactures increased by about 6 per cent. over the 
average level of 1953, compared with an increase of 5 per cent. in 
similar United Kingdom exports. This increase was mainly 
attributable to the rapid expansion of exports by Germany (11 per 
cent.), Japan (17 per cent.) and the United States (8 per cent.), 
For Germany, like the United Kingdom, the increase was mainly 
in engineering products and also in chemicals and textiles of 
synthetic fibres. The gains were greatest in O.E.E.C. countries 
and their possessions and the markets of Latin America and the 
Middle East. The increase in Japanese exports was mainly in 
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textiles and clothing and some kinds of machinery ; her exports 
increased over two and a half times to the more accessible of her 
markets in Pakistan, Burma, Siam, Indonesia, Australia and the 
Argentine. 


Area Pattern of United Kingdom Trade 


Exports and re-exports from the United Kingdom increased between 
the first half of 1953 and the corresponding period this year by £15 
million a month or 7 per cent., of which £12 million was an increase

in shipments to the sterling area ; the other £3 million was attribut- 
able to the O.E.E.C. countries and their possessions while a decline 
in exports to the dollar area was roughly balanced by an increase in 
those to the rest of the world. In the third quarter the shift in the direct- 
ion of our trade was carried further, for exports to the sterling area 
increased by a further £2 million a month while those to the non- 
sterling world fell by over £6 million a month, of which £1 million

was for O.E.E.C. countries and the remainder shared fairly equally 
between the dollar area and the rest of the world. 

The decline in shipments to the “ rest of the world” was widely 
dispersed, exports being lower chiefly to the Soviet Union, Yugo- 
slavia, Egypt, Indonesia and Japan. The fall in exports to the dollar 
area however was almost entirely attributable to North America. 
Shipments to the United States have been fairly steady recently at

a level of £12-13 million a month, apart from a seasonal contraction 
in August, but there is as yet little sign of positive recovery towards 
the high values recorded last year. 


In the case of Canada the figures continue to be very low, being 
less than £10 million in both August and September, £2 million a 
month less than in the corresponding period last year. This is partly 
due to the recession in Canadian economic activity which appears 
to have been set off by the United States recession and intensified 
by a sharp fall in farm incomes ; and partly to other changes in 
market conditions, affecting particularly imports of road vehicles. 
Last year these accounted for about 11 per cent. of our total exports 
to Canada, and this year their value, compared with January/Septem- 
ber 1953, has been reduced by nearly £1 million a month or one half. 
The United Kingdom supplies Canada with nine-tenths of her 
imports of wool yarns and fabrics and three-quarters of her wool 
tops ; together, our exports to Canada of these items are over £4 
million a month or one-quarter less in the first nine months this year 
compared with the corresponding period of 1953. The remainder of 
the decline in shipments to Canada was chiefly accounted for by 
reduced shipments of various kinds of consumer goods, though 
whisky was an important exception. 


Imports into the United Kingdom over the past year have shown 
few significant variations not accounted for by seasonal factors. The 
effect of the shift in the direction of exports however has been to 
reduce sharply the trade deficit (on a trade account basis) with the 
sterling area, and in the third quarter this changed into a small 
surplus. Compared with the second half of 1953, the trade deficit 
with the dollar area had increased by the third quarter of this year 
by over £2 million a month to £25 million while the deficit with 
O.E.E.C. countries rose from {£1 million to £6 million a month and 
with the rest of the world from £15 million to £20 million a month. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 


Exports 

Between the second half of 1953 and the first half of 1954, engineer- 
ing products contributed most to the improvement in United Kingdom 
exports : the increase in shipments more than counterbalanced some 
declines in other commodities, notably metals. Between the first 
two quarters of 1954, however, metals and ‘“‘ other manufactures ”’ 
showed a rising tendency while engineering products and textiles 
moved in the opposite direction. These trends continued into the 
third quarter, when exports of ‘ other manufactures ’’ were higher 
than in any quarter since January/March 1952 and metals showed a 
considerable improvement. Lower shipments of engineering pro- 
ducts and textiles more than offset these gains, however, and more 
than accounted for the slight fall in our exports in the third quarter 
compared with the first half year. 


After fluctuating in 1952, exports of metals and their manufactures 
showed a rise in the second half of 1953, notwithstanding falling prices. 
(The price index averaging 100 in 1953 varied between 104 in January 
and 96 in November.) Following a decline in the first quarter of 
1954, exports of metals again improved until the third quarter’s 
shipments, at £29°7 million a month, were 54 per cent. more than 
in both the first half of 1954 and July/September 1953 although 
prices were still lower (92 in September). ‘These changes in exports 
of metals as a whole have been occasioned chiefly by fluctuations in 
shipments of arms and ammunition, which in the third quarter of 
this year averaged nearly £6 million a month, over £2 million a 
month more than in January/June. Exports in the other metals 
divisions have remained fairly steady during the three quarters of 
1954. After an improvement in the second quarter, shipments of 
iron and steel declined again in the third quarter but were little 
different from the January/June average ; exports of non-ferrous 
base metals in July/September were almost unchanged at about £4} 
million a month. 


Exports of ‘‘ other manufactures ” have shown a similar tendency 
to metals in the last year—a rise in the second half of 1953, followed 
by a slight fall in the first quarter of 1954 and an upward movement 
thereafter. For the third quarter exports averaged nearly £42} 
million per month, 5 per cent. more than in January/June this year 
and 10 per cent. more than in the third quarter of 1953. Most of 
this increase occurred in the chemicals division, exports of which 
approached an average of £17} million a month in July/September, 
5 per cent. more than in the first half of the year. ‘The development 
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of the export industry in chemicals is examined in some detail later 
in this article. An increase was also recorded in clothing, footwear, 
etc., which after a low second quarter rose to more than £4 million 
a month in July/September, about one-fifth above the first half-year’s 
level ; the largest improvement was in shipments to the United States. 
Amongst miscellaneous manufactured goods, exports of toys in the 
third quarter averaged £0-7 million a month, more than double the 
first half-year’s average, and at the same figure exports of books 
showed an increase of 40 per cent. 


The reduction in engineering exports in July/September probably 
resulted mainly from seasonal factors, viz. industrial holidays and 
late-summer slackening in demand for some items. Compared with 
the first half of 1954, exports in the third quarter, at nearly £82 
million a month, were about £44 million a month, or 5 per cent., 
lower ; between the same two periods of 1953 the reduction amounted 
to £3} million, or 4 per cent. Last year, however, the third quarter 
saw the beginning of a general rise in United Kingdom exports which 
probably masked the seasonal movement to some extent. Hence a 
rather larger fluctuation was not unexpected this year. 


The decline in engineering exports took place mainly in machinery 
other than electric, where shipments in the third quarter fell by over 
£2 million a month to £33 million, more than 6 per cent. below the 
first half-year’s average. The United States and Canadian markets 
were chiefly affected together with some European outlets, but 
exports to Australia remained steady and New Zealand took more. 
The reductions were well spread over different types of machinery ; 
mechanical handling equipment, textile machinery, air-conditioning 
and refrigerating machinery, and aeroplane engines were all

£250/300,000 a month down. Exports in the electric machinery 
division were high in the first quarter of 1954 but have declined 
since ; in July/September they averaged about £134 million a month, 
7 per cent. less than in the first half of the year. Shipments were 
lower to South Africa, Pakistan and some European countries. 
Electric machinery, electric wires and cables and telephone and 
telegraph equipment were affected most. 


Exports of road vehicles are particularly subject to seasonal move- 
ments and tend to be rather low in the third quarter. At over £25 
million a month (including aircraft) exports in July/September were 
only a little over £1 million a month (44 per cent.) below the average 
in the first half of 1954. Shipments to Canada were £} million a 
month lower, and there were reductions to South Africa, India, 
Pakistan and some European markets, notably Belgium and Sweden. 
On the other hand, Australiaand New Zealand took more, continuing 
the trend set by the relaxation of their import restrictions some time 
ago. Shipments of chassis for commercial vehicles suffered the largest 
reduction, of over £350,000 a month compared with the first half- 
year, and cars were nearly £100,000 down. Aeroplane exports were 
also £300,000 a month less. 


Exports of textiles, which fell from a high level in mid-1951 to 
a low one in mid-1952, recovered somewhat in the last quarter of 
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1952. In the last two quarters of 1953 they were again on the upgrade, 
but in the face of foreign competition this tendency was reversed in 
the first two quarters of 1954. By the third quarter shipments had 
fallen to £26} million a month, nearly 5} per cent. less than in the 
first half of this year but still over 24 per cent. more than in the first 
half of 1953, before the last rise occurred. The decline this year has 
been mainly in cotton goods which in the third quarter fell to about 
£9 million a month, over £1 million a month less than in January/June, 
whereas in 1953 there was a slight increase between the two periods. 
Markets in Africa, India and Burma were particularly affected. 
Exports of synthetic fibre yarns and fabrics and miscellaneous textile 
manufactures were also slightly lower in the third quarter of 1954 
than in the first half year. On the other hand, wool goods (excluding 
tops) which had been low in the second quarter, recovered somewhat 
in July/September to £7 million a month. Nevertheless, the improve- 
ment compared with the first half of 1954 was only 2 per cent., against 
over 10 per cent. in the corresponding periods last year. 

Amongst exports other than of manufactured goods (in the sense 
used in the trade statistics), there were no material changes in the 
quarter under review. Shipments in the food, beverages and tobacco 
class, at £13 million a month, were £4 million a month more than 
in the first half year. The basic materials group, which includes 
some processed industrial materials such as wool tops and synthetic 
rubber, was £4 million a month down, to £8 million ; lower ship- 
ments of raw wool and wool tops more than accounted for the reduc- 
tion, Mineral fuels and lubricants at £12} million a month, were 
also £4 million a month less. 


Exports of Chemicals and Refined Petroleum 


Some of the most consistent increases in exports during the past 
two years have been recorded for chemicals and refined petroleum. 
In the first half of 1953 these accounted altogether for exports valued 
at just over £194 million a month or 9} per cent. of all United King- 
dom exports. The total has increased steadily until in the third 
quarter of this year it amounted to almost £24 million a month, nearly 
11 per cent. of all exports. Between these periods chemical exports 
increased by over £3 million a month, nearly 22 per cent., and refined 
petroleum by over £1 million a month, about 21 per cent. 

This expansion has been one result of substantial capital investmen 
in these industries since the war and the exploitation of technologica 
advances in many fields. In the case of refined petroleum it has 
followed the establishment of a virtually new industry in this country. 
These developments have led to an increase in production in the 
chemical and allied trades (including mineral oil refining) greater 
than in any other of the main divisions of industry—according to 
the latest available figures the level of production is about two-thirds 
higher than in 1948 for chemicals, compared with less than one-third 
for industry as a whole. 


This striking increase in production has been necessary to meet 
the growing demands of industry both at home and abroad ; it is 
also associated with the need to save imports and so ease the external 
financial position. Although a large part of the new production has 
been exported, it has formed only part of a greatly expanded volume 
of world trade in chemicals. Indeed, United Kingdom exports of 
chemicals (not including refined petroleum) have contributed a 
decreasing proportion of world trade in chemicals since the beginning 
of 1952. This has been largely due to a very great increase (about 
60 per cent. between 1952 and the first half of 1954) in exports of 
chemicals by Western Germany, which are now almost as much in 
value as our own, and are otherwise exceeded only by the United 
States. 


The increase in United Kingdom chemical exports has been well 
distributed by commodity although much the largest proportionate 
increases have been in shipments of synthetic organic dyestuffs 
which have increased by one-half or nearly £300,000 a month, and 
of plastics materials which have gone up by a third, or £4 million a 
month, between the first half of 1953 and the third quarter of 1954. 
Almost half our chemical exports are sent to the sterling area, but 
exports to the other main currency areas except the dollar area have 
shown a fairly steady expansion. For refined petroleum our principal 
markets are among the O.E.E.C. countries and their possessions, 
which take over half our exports, most of the remainder going to 
sterling countries. 


Re-exports 


Although re-exports in the third quarter were about 13 per cent. 
below the average in the first half year, they were only 7 per cent. lees 
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than in the corresponding quarter of 1953. Comparing the out- 
turn in July/September each year, the main decline was in shipments 
of raw wool which fell from £2-1 million a month in 1953 to £1-4 
million in 1954. Re-exports of tea were 28 per cent. less by quantity 
but owing to higher prices were only 8 per cent. less in value, at £0-4 
million a month. Re-exports of undressed furskins were about 
£0-1 million a month less than in the third quarter of last year. There 
were also reductions of {0-3 million a month in re-exports of non- 
ferrous base metals and of over £150,000 a month in rubber ; in 
both cases the market mainly affected was the United States. On 
the other hand, re-exports of animal oils and fats and of chemicals 
were higher this year. 


Imports 


Although imports in the third quarter were little different in total 
from the average in the first half of this year, the turn of the year 
results in some seasonal differences in composition and a more valid 
comparison may be made with the second half of 1953. Imports 
in July/September, at over £279 million a month, were £4 million 
a month more than in July/December last. The increase was more 
than accounted for by higher imports of basic materials (nearly £44 
million a month up, to £87 million) and mineral fuels and lubricants 
(£24 million a month more, at £29 million) ; arrivals of food, 
beverages, and tobacco were over £34 million a month less, however, 
at about £106 million a month. There was little difference in the 
value of manufactured goods imported, though it must be remembered 
that the import figures for the second half of last year included aircraft 
valued at nearly £6 million a month received as a gift from Canada. 

Rising production in the United Kingdom can be seen reflected 
in the higher imports of basic materials. (Prices were at about the 
same level in July/September as in the same months of last year.) 
The biggest rise was in arrivals of timber which have been at a high

level in recent months ; at £18 million a month in the third quarter 
they were over £34 million a month (26 per cent.) more than in the 
second half of 1953, but only 7 per cent. in excess of the July/Septem- 
ber 1953 average. Imports of cotton in the third quarter of 1954, 
£11 million a month, were £2 million a month (nearly 24 per cent.) 
more than in the second half of last year, partly because of higher 
prices in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. Arrivals of pulp and waste 
paper were also higher; at nearly £8 million a month in July/ 
September, they were about one-fifth more than in July/December 
1953. Imports of wool and other animal hair, on the other hand, were 
seasonally low in the third quarter ; at £12} million a month they 
were £} million less than in July/September 1953. Imports in the 
other divisions of basic materials were not much changed compared 
with the rate in the second half of last year. 


In the mineral fuels and lubricants class, imports of coal were 
£2 million a month in the third quarter of 1954 against £} million a 
month in the two previous half years. The increase of over {1 
million a month in imports of petroleum and petroleum products 
compared with the second half of 1953, (to an average of £27 million 
a month in July/September), was mainly in crude petroleum. 

In the food classes, imports of sugar and sugar preparations in the 
third quarter were down to about £6} million a month, over £5 
million a month less than in the second half of 1953. In the first 
nine months of this year, arrivals in this division have been £10 
million less than in the corresponding period of 1953 ; about half 
of the reduction has been in unrefined sugar, one-fifth in refined 
sugar, and two-fifths in sugar confectionery. Imports of cereals in

the third quarter, at £17 million a month, were 17 per cent. less than 
in the second half of 1953 and almost one-third less than in July/ 
September last year. The difference in the quantities arriving in the 
two quarters was only 14 per cent., however. Imports of dairy products 
were also {1 million a month less in July/September than in the ame 
period last year. These considerable reductions were partly counter- 
balanced by increases in the fruits and vegetables and coffee, cocoa, 
tea etc. divisions. In the first nine months of 1954 imports of fruits and 
vegetables were £19} million (14 per cent.) more than in the corres- 
ponding period of last year. Tinned and bottled fruit accounted for 
£124 million of this increase, and bananas and apples for a further 
£34 million. Imports of coffee, cocoa, tea etc. continued well above 
the 1953 level. In the third quarter they averaged £154 million a 
month, nearly half as much again as in the corresponding period last 
year, mainly on account of higher prices. So far this year an increase 
of 3 per cent. in the quantity imported has resulted in 36 per cent. 
increase in value. 

Amongst manufactured goods, imports of chemicals, plywood and 
fibre building board, paper and paperboard, etc., were each about 
£1 million a month more in the third quarter 1954 than in the second 
half of last year. Non-ferrous base metals were over £2 million (18

“iba TERMS of trade index, which is calculated by dividing 
the index of import prices by the index of export prices, rose by 
_ one point in September to the average for last year, 100 ; the 
import price index was unchanged at 99 while the export index, 
which was 100 in August, moved back to 99, the same as the average 
for the earlier months of this year. 

The gradual decline in the export prices of manufactures of metals 
over the past two years continued in September, when the index 
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per cent.) more, chiefly because of higher arrivals of copper. Imports 
of cotton yarns and fabrics were more than double at nearly £2 million 
a month, most of the increase being in arrivals from India. ‘The main 
reduction amongst manufactured goods in the third quarter compared 
with the second half of last year was in aircraft, imports of which 
were £5 million a month less this year ; the Canadian gift mentioned 
above accounted for this difference. 

Detailed particulars of United Kingdom imports, exports _and 
re-exports were published on October 20® and further analysis of 
the figures will be found in the form of tables in the monthly Report 
on Overseas ‘Trade for Novembert due to be published on or about 
November 18. 

The table on page 846 shows summary figures for imports and 
United Kingdom exports, while the tables on pages 847 and 848 
give figures of some of the more important commodities of our 
trade both by value and by quantity.

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Britain’s Motoring Industry 
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At Home to World Buyers 


By Our Industrial Correspondent 


WO noticeable trends at this year’s Motor Show, which was 

opened at Earls Court, London, on Wednesday, by Field Marshal 

the Viscount Montgomery of Alamein, are the range of “‘ family ” 
cars, and the dual-purpose car of the “ utility’ or shooting brake 
type, which can carry passengers and/or goods without sacrificing 
passenger comfort. 


Last year the emphasis was on the new “ baby” ranges, but this 
year many manufacturers like Austin, Morris, Standard and Hillman, 
have tended to concentrate on the medium-priced family car for the 
owner who uses the same model for business and pleasure. Running 
a car is no longer regarded as a luxury and the many users who feel 
that a car is essential to their business and social life are well catered 
for at this year’s exhibition, which is open until October 30. 


Cars for the Family 


Two new models by the Austin Motor Company illustrate this 
point very well. ‘The Austin Cambridge has been designed to meet 
the individual requirements of motorists all over the world. For this 
reason, the company offer an almost unlimited range of alternative 
specifications—a 1,200 c.c. (A.40) or 1,500 c.c. (A.50) engine; a 
two- or four-door body ; eleven different colour schemes ; family 
or de luxe model, and optional extras such as heater, radio, clock, 
screen washing equipment, etc. A new high performance saloon, 
the A.90 Six Westminster was announced by the same company, 
on the eve of the Show. Although powered by a six cylinder engine, 
it costs £50 less than the four-cylinder A.70 Hereford, which it 
replaces. Like the Cambridge, the car has unitary construction, but 
it is a five-six seater, and all models have four doors. 


A new Austin Healey Hundred S special competition model is 
also being shown in public for the first time. It is the same model 
which recently captured International Class D (2,000 to 3,000 c.c.) 
records at the Salt Flats in Utah, U.S.A., covering 3,000 miles at 
131-1 m.p.h. Altogether 53 international and/or American national 
records (Class D) were broken. 


It is not possible in a short article to describe all the models on 
show, which with those from America and the Continent number 
280, but below are mentioned some of the new ones and modifications 
to existing types. 


There are additions to the choice now available to the sports car 
driver. British sports cars offer to the enthusiast a performance 
at a modest price that approaches that of the full blooded racing 
cars of a few years ago. Some sports cars are now being fitted for 
the first time with disc brakes, which makers claim have the ad- 
vantage of not ‘‘ fading ’’ when they get hot at high speeds. 


British car designers have always aimed at the highest efficiency 
with the greatest fuel economy, and to this end there is an increasing 
use of light alloys. One outstanding trend making for economy is 
the growing use of overdrive units ; since last year the demand for 
this device, when offered as an optional extra, has risen from 20 per 
cent, to 75 per cent. Overdrive equipment is now available on a 
wider range of vehicles and its applications show signs of further 
growth. 


One particular feature of engine design which has gradually moved 
down into the lower price ranges is the now almost universal adoption 
of overhead valves ; the principle offers the advantage not only of 
higher efficiency but also ease in servicing. 


There is some movement also towards automatic transmission, 
with two pedal controls, which is popular in North America, par- 
ticularly with younger drivers, but it may be some time before the 
mass produced cars are equipped with this system in this country. 


Luxury Motoring 


Among the luxury models Bentley Motors are showing two new 
models on the Continental chassis—one a four seater sports saloon 
and the other a convertible coupe, both with lightweight coachwork 
by Park Ward & Co., Ltd. These models, which are available with 
automatic gearbox, present a choice to those requiring luxury four- 


seater coachwork on a chassis designed to be driven with safety at 
speeds up to 120 m.p.h. 

As usual the Rolls-Royce stand attracted eager crowds on the 
opening day. Models are now available with automatic gearbox, and 
with their elegant lines and superb finish these cars are still far ahead 
of any rivals from the higher priced ranges shown by United States 
and Continental firms. 

The Ford range at this year’s show continues basically unchanged. 
Attention has been concentrated upon interior details and a consider- 
able number of refinements have been introduced. The Popular 
continues without modification at a basic price of £275 to retain its 
position as the lowest priced saloon car in the world. A pleasing 
feature of the stand is the Prefect model mounted in the centre on a 
revolving turntable, set in a mass of Dutch Poinsettia roses. Some 
5,000 blooms form a circular bed 17 feet in diameter, and replacements 
are to be flown in from Holland daily to keep the display fresh. 

The Rootes Group announced five new models in the Hillman 
range on the eve of the Show. They are a Minx special saloon, which 
is an improved version of the Minx saloon, now offered at a lower 
price ; a Minx de luxe saloon, fitted with a highly-developed o.h.v. 
engine ; a new Californian model, a new Minx Convertible, and an 
improved Hillman estate car. 


The new Hillman Husky enters the low priced field to meet the 
immense demand all over the world for an economical, tough, dual- 
purpose car, ready to tackle any job. With the rear seat in position 
it carries four passengers and 250 Ibs. of baggage, and while com- 
fortable and compact, it can tackle the roughest road conditions. 
With the rear seats folded away, it has an uninterrupted platform 
for a 5 cwt. load. 


From Rootes also comes a new and greatly improved range of 
Sunbeam saloons, convertible and Alpine models, at reduced prices. 
The Alpine, which is a two-seater sports model, now has an over- 
drive fitted as standard on all models for the home market. 


Plastic Bodies 


Models with plastic bodies were introduced at last year’s show by 
Jensen Motors and Singer Motors. This year, Jensen have made 
their model 541 4-litre saloon a focal point of interest by presenting 
it with a reinforced plastic body. This is claimed to be the first time 
that any manufacturer has shown a saloon car capable of over 100 
m.p.h. with coachwork in this new material. The use of this new 
plastic means that the body is more resilient, and, as a result, less 
prone to damage through light contact with a post of a doorway or 
entrance. The finish of the car on the stand, which looks most 
attractive in tampico beige with red trim, is indistinguishable from 
that given to metal coachwork. The Jensen car is a model for the 
discerning motorist, willing to pay more for a model which gives a 
speed in top gear of over 110 m.p.h. without overdrive, which can 
be fitted as an extra. Delivery of this model will begin immediately 
after the Show and will increase progressively in the New Year. 


Claimed to be the first car in full production by a British manu- 
facturer in which plastic is incorporated in the body is the 5-6 seater 
14 litre Singer Hunter saloon. Plastic laminates—glass fibre impreg- 
nated with special resins—are used for the bonnet top and the valances 
joining the bonnet to the front wings. The Singer 1} litre SM 
Roadster is also available, at extra charge, with a detachable plastic 
hard top, so that it can take the road as an open car with a folding 
hood, or as a hard top coupe. The twin-carburettor version of the 
SM Roadster, hitherto only for export, is now available on the home 
market. 


New versions of the 6-cylinder Velox and 4-cylinder Wyvern 
models are introduced this year by Vauxhall Motors Ltd. In addition 
a de luxe 6-cylinder model, the Cresta, makes its bow. The new 
models are now in dealers’ showrooms, and the full range can be 
inspected on the Vauxhall stand. 


Accessories and Components 


In the Accessories and Components section, realistic, practical 
engineering progress represents the keynote. There are strong 
accents on aids to better road performance, in the sense of handling 
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rather than speed. Thus, a well-known maker of epicyclic gearboxes 
is making available the means for two-pedal control, without the 
necessity for complex and expensive turbo-transmission arrangements, 
while another manufacturer offers an epicyclic system with full 
hydraulic operation of clutch and gear-shift, which will be available 
soon for home and export. 

Braking is of ever-increasing importance. The disc brake appears 
in production form, and with vital improvements. A new example 
of power steering can be seen; it is very compact, robust and 
simple. 

On the technical side there is evidence of continued advances in 
materials and design of pistons, rings, valves, bearing metals, rubber- 
to-metal bonded components, etc. Fuel-injection equipment manu- 
facturers are reacting smartly to the renewed interest in small diesels 
and in petrol injection. One manufacturer has a pump resembling 
in shape and size an electrical distributor. 

On the transport equipment side, the stress is on down-to-earth 
engineering progress with a minimum of frills. As in the component 
field, there is emphasis on the requirements of the diesel user, and a 
world-famous British manufacturer of specialized equipment has 
announced a comparatively inexpensive fuel pump test machine for 
light diesels. 


Garage Equipment 


The makers of general garage equipment are keeping well in step 
with motoring and servicing trends. Garages appear to be favouring 
the four-post type of car lift for new installations, and nearly all 
makers in this field are offering light and heavy four-post hoists. 
Car cleaning methods are making rapid progress. There are some 
new washing plants which make extremely rapid service possible 
for the car owner who wants a good job done in a minimum of time. 
There are also new models of steam cleaners which make under- 
chassis and de-greasing jobs simple. 

For the individual owner, exhibitors in this section offer many 
aids to conscientious home maintenance, from high-quality hand 
and portable power tools up to such items as powerful but light 
garage-type jacks, and home charging equipment. Private motorists 
will also be interested in a completely new process of tyre re-treading, 
which leaves an old cover looking like new. There are also examples 
of the new types of tubeless tyres. 

On a stand shared by the Road Research Laboratory of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research and the Motor Industry 
Research Association, visitors can see a remarkable working model 
demonstrating how dangerous the dazzle of headlights can be at 
night to the motorist and what he can do about it in the interests 
of road safety generally. 

Introduced at the Show for the first time are new safety lens 
spectacles for night driving, claimed to enable motorists to ‘‘ look 
headlamps in the eye’ without dazzle or strain. 
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Caravans for Home and Holiday 











In the Caravan Section there are models—many of them new—to 
suit all tastes. The accent is largely on touring caravans, although 
the static or mobile residential caravanner is also well catered for. 
The 64 models exhibited by 22 companies comprise 33 designed 
specifically for touring, 16 suitable for either recreational or residential 
use, and 15 intended to be used as mobile homes. 


Designed for use by the American Forces on the Continent, one 
export model is 32} feet in length and 8 feet wide. The smallest 
caravan is 9 feet in length and the lightest weighs only 7 cwt., capable 
of being towed by the smallest car, and sleeping four people in 
comfort. 

More makers are showing two-berth caravans this year, and many 
of the smallest models have a built-in toilet. The variety of size 
and layout in the models exhibited ensures a wide choice for the 
customer. 





Marine Section 











The Marine Section of the Motor Show is now the recognized 
gathering place for both experienced yachtsmen and those buying 
their first boat. This year the variety of craft on show is so wide that 
it would be almost impossible for a buyer not to find a suitable boat. 
There are sailing and outboard dinghies, gleaming in varnished 
mahogany. Motor cruisers of all types and at a wide variety of prices 
are also built of mahogany, and there is a new development in a 
moulded fibreglass pram dinghy, claimed to be made by a new method 
and to be unsinkable due to inbuilt buoyancy. One outstanding 
exhibit is a twin-screw fast diesel cruiser to sleep four people, with a 
large cabin, a stateroom, and other accommodation and equipment. 
There are sailing yachts with auxiliary engines which could be taken 
round the world in safety. 


Of special interest to the motorist are the many small sailing and 
outboard dinghies which are designed to be trailed behind the smallest 
car or, in some instances, carried on the roof. These add considerably 
to the enjoyment of both sailing and motoring, as the whole family 
can now enjoy a day at the coast or an inland lake or river with their 
own small boat. 


Marine engines are shown for every possible use and pocket. There 
are tiny, but really reliable, outboard motors of only } horse power, 
which can be carried in one hand. Larger motor for dinghies and 
launches, and really powerful outboards, can drive a small cruiser or 
a racing runabout, at speeds of some 40 miles per hour. 


Ninety Per Cent. of Royal Mint Production Exported 


THE illustrated Annual Report of the Deputy Master and Comp- 

troller of the Royal Mint for the year 1952 states that during the 
year the Royal Mint struck 488,750,689 coins, of which 45,377,583 
(9:3 per cent.) were for the United Kingdom, 327,409,457 (67-0 per 
cent.) were for other countries of the Commonwealth and 115,963,649 
(23-7 per cent.) were for foreign governments. 


The year was outstanding for the extent of the export programme, 
for never before had so many coins been struck for overseas. ‘The 
absence of home demand for additional cupro-nickel coins, and the 
suspension of the programme of exchanging cupro-nickel for silver 
coins enabled the Mint to devote much of its capacity to overseas 
coinages. Altogether 77 denominations were struck for 19 different 
countries abroad, the biggest customers being Australia, British 
East Africa, British West Africa, Bolivia, Burma, Libya, Malaya, 
New Zealand and Southern Rhodesia. Bolivia was a new customer. 


There was a demand for United Kingdom halfpence and farthings, 
but the only United Kingdom cupro-nickel denomination asked for 
was the sixpence which was needed in the West Indies. As a result 
the only cupro-nickel coins dated 1952 are about one million coins 
of this denomination. 


The Report describes the arrangements which were made by the 
Royal Mint Advisory Committee, under the Presidency of the Duke 


of Edinburgh, to obtain designs for coins and medals current over 
about 13,000,000 square miles of the earth’s surface and used by 
100,000,000 of its population. Many reasons for and explanations 
of the characteristics of the new designs are given in the Report. 
The uncrowned Royal Effigy chosen for use on coins and medals 
was designed by Mrs. M. Gillick. Nearly 300 designs, by about 
70 artists, were submitted for the reverses of the United Kingdom 
coins. For the first time, Wales is represented on the coinage, by 
the leek, which appears on the florin and the sixpence.

New Chairman of British Travel

Sir Arthur Morse spent many years in the Far East and was 
formerly chief manager and chairman of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank. He took a leading part in the rehabilitation of Hong Kong 
after the war and was knighted in 1949, Sir Arthur has visited the 
United States on several occasions and has wide knowledge of inter- 
national transport problems. 


Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT September 14 the official index figure,* which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 143, compared with 144 at 
August 17. 


The fall in the index during the month was due mainly to reductions 
in the average prices of cooking apples, tomatoes, cabbage and some 
other vegetables, and butter. These reductions were partly offset 
by increases in the charges for admission to cinemas and by seasonal 
increases in the prices of household coal in London and the South 
of England. 


® Details of the princ'pal changes in prices during the month under review 
will be given in the Ministry of Labour Gazette to be published on October 
28. The method of construction and calculation of this index of price 
movements is described in detail in a booklet published by H.M. Stationery 
Office under the title “ Interim Index of Retail Prices : Method of Construc- 
tion and Calculation,” price 1s.

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United Kingdom Position in 
September Operations of E.P.U. 


THE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the 
month of September has now taken place. The operation dis- 
closed a United Kingdom net surplus for the month of £5,602,857 
(15,688,000 units of account equivalent to the United States dollar). 
This surplus has been settled as to 50 per cent. by the receipt of 
gold from the Union, and as to 50 per cent. by the reduction of credit 
previously extended to the United Kingdom by the Union. 


Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries with the object of reducing the United King- 
dom debt to E.P.U. :—

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Achievements of Britain’s Chemical Industry 


fo pe spectacular progress made by the British chemical industry 

was stressed by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, at the annual dinner of the Association of British 

Chemical Manufacturers in London on October 13. . 

He said that the first world war blew open the door of the chemical 
age. World production of chemicals went up sixteen-fold in four 
decades. In this forward rush British chemical manufacturers 
had scrubbed the modern world with detergents, doctored it with 
synthetic drugs, dressed it in synthetic textiles, adorned it with plastics 
and blown up parts of it with T.N.T. It was interesting to ponder 
what they were going to do next. 

“ There is one very pressing event plain for all to see,”’ the President 
continued, “‘ that is increasing foreign competition. It is illustrated 
by what is happening in the United States of America and Germany. 
Even in 1954 when United States investment is expected to be down 
by 12 per cent., the United States chemical industry expects to put 
£500 million into expansion and their expenditure on chemical 
research is six times that of our own. Even allowing for differences 
of population this expansion is clearly a challenge. 


“There is no lesser challenge nearer home. Since 1950, the 
German and some other West European chemical industries have 
expanded more than ours. The German comeback to world markets 
is a serious challenge and German chemical exports are catching up 
our lead. I know that simple comparisons can be misleading and not 
least misleading in chemicals. It is hard in fact to define the chemical 
industry. But the facts I have stated illustrate that the sheer volume 
of output with which our industry must compete is formidable and 
is growing. 


Government’s Policy 


‘* What is the Government’s policy about all this? Our job is to 
create the conditions under which it is possible for you to flourish. 
What does the chemical industry need? It needs above all else 
flourishing and expanding industries about it. You sell a lot to the 
public yourselves. You export a lot to other countries, but above all 
you create the wherewithal upon which modern industry can thrive. 
You should have benefited greatly by the Government’s policy in 
recent years. When production is up the demand for chemicals 
is up. 

** I will say, therefore, a word or two on the policy the Government 
has pursued and proposes to pursue in future. We have got rid of 
most of the controls at home. I expect that gives you as much joy 
as it gives to me. The sight of well-known chemical manufacturers 
sitting in the Board of Trade and asking me whether they should 
be allowed, to build a factory is a situation which makes no sense 
at all. 

“‘ Inside the country, then, we have largely given you the freedom 
that you need, Outside the country we have fought for freedom too; 
freedom for our industries to export. For upon that trade depends 
the level of your demand. I can state quite simply the policy that we 
have sought to follow. We have tried to get an internationally accepted 
set of rules, for without them commerce becomes a gamble dependent 
upon the whims of Governments. We have set some limitation upon 
rising tariffs which would otherwise obstruct our sales. We have 
set some limits to the use of quotas against our goods. Without these 
things our export industries would be in a sorry plight.

‘‘ These basic principles have led us to support the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade. This ent is regarded by the 
Conservative Government and by the Conservative Party as an 
essential feature of our external commercial policy, Last month in 
Washington and this past week in London, we have been discussing 
with the Commonwealth detailed questions connected with G.A.T.T. 
in preparation for the Review which starts in Geneva next month. 
We have been fortified by their advice. We have been fortified by 
the advice of various Trade Associations, and though the advice may 
differ a little here and there in emphasis, its general tenor is clear. 
It coincides with our view, that we should continue to support the 
Agreement and that we should refrain from any attack upon it or 
upon its general principles. 

“Our policy of wider trade and payments has been notably 
expounded by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. It has been notably 
effective in both the trade and financial fields and we are moving 
steadily forward along it. How fast and how far we can go depends 
upon many factors. It depends on you ; upon how far British in- 
dustry keeps its lead and maintains its competitive efficiency ; upon 
how far we are capable of fighting for and winning and holding 
markets. All I hear and see of the chemical industry inclines me to 
give an optimistic answer in your case, but how far we go depends 
upon other factors too. It depends on how far other great industrial 
nations are prepared to co-operate. We cannot pursue multilateral 
trade alone. We cannot accept the risks and inconveniences of non- 
discrimination if others do not reciprocate. We can, and do, give 
the lead in the free world on commercial and financial policy. We 
cannot guarantee how far others are prepared to play their part. 


Attitude of United States 


“* Much depends on the attitude of the United States. I do not 
share many of the criticisms that are made of that great country. 
The Americans have played their part nobly in the post-war world. 
But great decisions face them now. Will they or will they not go 
forward with liberal trade policies ? It is in their interests as well 
as ours that they should do so, Have they the ability to meet the 
internal pressures and the external challenges to which such a policy 
must always give rise? Much hangs upon the answers to these 
questions and they are answers which cannot long be delayed. 

“When the last word has been said about the Government’s 
attitude to commerce, the final answer must remain with you. It is, 
after all, your industry, not mine. I hope that you will do your best 
to see that things stay that way. It is for you to determine its com- 
petitive efficiency and not for me. The most that I can do is to clear 
a path along which you can have a chance to reach the goals which 
lie ahead of us. I think we should try to do these things together. 
It is important to maintain touch between the Board Rooms and the 
Board of Trade. In war, this is a fairly simple thing to do. The 
whole country is mobilized for one particular destructive purpose. 
The Board Rooms move into the Board of Trade. In certain kinds 
of peace it is an easy thing to do. With rigid controls and rationing 
and building licences we move in on you. But we are not in either 
of these worlds today. We are in a world of freedom and friendly 
contact. We need to know how you stand and what your prospects 
are. You want to know the kind of things we are likely to do next 
and, sometimes, no doubt, we'll disappoint each other but we'll lose 
nothing by mutual understanding.” 
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Expanded Production Must Be 
Based on More Exports 


—Minister of State, Board of Trade, 


HE Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R, W. Low, spoke 

at the Birmingham branch of the Institute of Directors on October 
15 on the necessity for British manufacturers to keep in touch with 
the changing demands of their overseas customers. 


He said that the world was changing rapidly and so were the 
demands of overseas customers. But so too, was the scientific 
knowledge, skill and technical ingenuity of British industry. Change 
might present us with problems, but change could be Britain’s 
commercial ally. Why? Because of our science, inventiveness and 
engineering efficiency. But also because the Board rooms of British 
industry were better equipped, possibly than anywhere else in the 
world, to meet the challenge of change. But it meant hard thinking, 
and if industry was to keep in touch with the changes, it meant hard 
travelling too. 


It was as well that industry and the Government should know 
what each had in mind. Their object was Expansion. Expanded 
production must be based on expanded exports. If this country 
was to have expanded exports, there must be expanding world trade. 


If we were able to have our own way our aim would be t’at all 
the other countries in the world should let in our goods free of duty 
or quota restriction—and we here should be free to protect our 
industries as we thought best. We looked after home industries, 
and we had the Imperial Preference system (which still existed under 
G.A.T.T.) to help Commonwealth trade. But our chief trading 
interest—that was what we meant when we said that exports were 
first priority—was to see that other countries would let in our goods 
with the minimum of restriction or tariffs. We wanted to have full 
opportunities to face all comers on terms of fair competition. If 
we could get full world acceptance of satisfactory rules of world trade, 
we should be going a long way towards removing some of the main 
difficulties of the exporters to-day; if other countries’ tariffs could 
be kept stable with the probability of reduction rather than increase ; 
if the weapon of quota restrictions could only be used in clearly 
defined circumstances ; if export subsidies were ruled out ; if no 
foreign country or group of countries could gang up against Britain 
or sterling ; that must lead to expanding British trade, to expanding 
Commonwealth trade, and to expanding world trade. 


Why We Support G.A.T.T. 


That was why the Government had decided that this country 
must support the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, which 
indeed industry through its organizations had advised them to do. 


It was not only British industry which had given that advice ; the 
same advice came from two Commonwealth conferences in the last 
two years, 


Certainly people had their own views as to the way in which we 
might improve the G.A.T.T. There were improvements we should 
like to see in the effectiveness of some of the G.A.T.T. rules. There 
were alterations that we might like to see in some of the other rules. 
These had been discussed with the Commonwealth officials at the 
Meeting which had just ended. But these improvements and amend- 
ments would not attack the general principle of the G.A.T.T. 


This policy of seeking wider trade and payments which had been 
expounded recently by the Chancellor of the Exchequer and the 
President of the Board of Trade, had already proved itself in the past 
two years. 


We had done very well indeed this last year and should have no 
hesitation in shouting it from the housetops. In the first half of 
1954 the volume of our exports was as high as any recorded in an 
earlier comparable period ; and their value so far this year had been 
£100 million more than in the same period the year before. Whatever 
the detailed figures or the day-to-day fluctuations, the general trends 
were all in the right direction—increasing exports, increasing reserves 
increasing production, increasing standards of living—a splendid 
record of economic expansion without, and he emphasized this, the 
inflation which faced us in earlier post-war years or the balance of 
payments crises which we had almost got into the habit of expecting 
at regular two-yearly intervals, 


And all this has been achieved in a world from which the easy 
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export conditions of the late 1940’s (when all one had to do was to 
produce goods and the selling looked after itself) had disappeared ; 
in which Germany and, to a lesser degree, Japan had emerged once 
again as major trading countries ; in which import restrictions, 
still in many cases very onerous, had shut us out of many of our 
established markets ; and in which we were having to face increasing 
competition from the most powerful industrial country in the world 
as barriers against dollar goods were steadily relaxed. 

If he were asked to sum up the experience of the last two years, 
in a phrase, he would say that we had taken the shock of the returning 
conditions of a buyer’s market—and held our own. ‘I don’t take 
off my hat to the Germans,”’ as an industrialist was recently reported 
to have said, ‘I take off my coat to them.” 


Road to Wider Trade 


How fast and how far could we go along this road to wider trade ? 
This depended on many factors but primarily upon all in industry, 
how industry could keep its lead—maintain its competitive efficiency— 
so that it could fight for, win and hold markets in the world. But it 
depended also on other factors. How far other great industrial 
nations were prepared to co-operate. We could not pursue multi- 
lateral trade alone. Multilateral trade and non-discrimination had 
risks and inconveniences as well as benefits and prosperity. 

The Government could not guarantee how far others were prepared 
to go but this country, with the British Commonwealth, could and 
did give the lead in the free world on commercial financial policy. 
It was in our interest, in the Commonwealth interest and in the world 
interest, including that of the United States, that we should all of 
us push forward with an expansionist policy of wider trade and 
payments.

Shown in New Report 


THE 91st edition of the Annual Abstract of Statistics, published 

by the Central Statistical Office, is on sale at all branches of H.M. 
Stationery Office, price one guinea. 

The Abstract gives annual figures, so far as they are available, for 
each of the years 1944-1953. Figures for 1938 are also provided to 
enable comparison to be made with pre-war years. 

This 91st edition contains 331 tables of statistics grouped under 
the following 14 headings :—

There have been several changes in the contents of this issue com- 
pared with the previous issue (No. 90, 1953). Some tables shown in 
the earlier issue have been deleted because later comparable figures 
are not available and other tables have been extended or substantially 
revised. Most of the series deleted have been replaced by new series 
and the following six new tables have been introduced :— 


Cinema admissions and distribution of takings (Table 81) ; 
Educational building in Scotland (Table 101) ; Employment 
vacancies in Great Britain (Table 130) ; Value of gross-output 
in agriculture (Table 199) ; Working results of British railways 
(Table 240) ; and Tramp shipping freights (Table 248). 


Many of the tables in the new Abstract are devoted to the presenta- 
tion of material about aspects of the United Kingdom economy which 
are given frequent and regular publicity, such as figures of production, 
employment, the cost of living and overseas trade. But in addition 
to this the Abstract presents a comprehensive statistical picture of 
social conditions in the United Kingdom. It thus covers a wider 
range than its companion publication, ‘‘ The Monthly Digest of 
Statistics,’’ which is also prepared by the Central Statistical Office 
and published by H.M. Stationery Office at 4s. 6d. The Monthly 
Digest does however provide current data for many of the series 
appearing in the Abstract.

Entertainment 


The new Table 81 giving statistics of cinema takings in each of 
the years 1950 to 1953 shows a fall in gross box office takings, despite 
an increase in the average price of admission, from £109-9 million 
in 1952 to £108-8 million in 1953. This was borne largely by a fall 
in the share of entertainment duty but the exhibitors’ share also fell 
from £44-7 million to £44-6 million. 


In total the numbers of feature films and short films registered 
continued to decline from 1951-52 but at the same time the British 
share of the feature films grew. More British feature films (138) 
were registered than in any year since 1947-48 (170), while the 395 
foreign films registered represented the smallest number since the 
registration of 301 in 1947-48 (Table 82). 


The number of current television receiving licences increased 
from 1-4 million in 1952 to 2-1 million in 1953 while the number of 
sound radio licences continued to fall (Table 253). These move- 
ments were paralleled by a rapid expansion in the production of 
television sets from the 1952 figure of 812,000 to a new peak of 
1,147,000, and by a further fall in the production of domestic radio 
sets (Table 181). 


Production in Industry 


The Index of Industrial Production registered an increase for all 
industries from 114 in 1952 to 121 in 1953 (1948 = 100). The index 
of manufacturing industries rose from 115 to 123 and striking rises 
were shown by the chemical and allied trades (132 to 151), by textiles 
(96 to 114), by vehicles (124 to 138) and by paper and printing (118 
to 133). In contrast the index for mining remained static at 109 and 
non-ferrous metal manufacture dropped from 116 to 99 (Table 137). 


The absolute figures of production in individual industries round 
out this picture. Production of coal declined from 226-5 million 
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tons in 1952 to 224-2 million tons in 1953 (Table 139). Distributed 
stocks were up by nearly 2 million tons from 16-3 million tons to 
18-2 millions but colliery stocks and undistributed stocks of opencast 
coal were down by over 2} million (Table 142). The average output 
in tons per man shift worked rose overall but fell at the coal face 
(Table 144). 

In the steel industry production of crude steel rose by over one 
million tons to a new peak of 17-6 million tons in 1953 (Table 161). 
This was paralleled among the textile industries by production of 
rayon, nylon, etc., continuous filament yarn and staple fibre which 
at 419-3 million lb. reached a record level well above the previous 
peak of 1951. Production of cotton yarns, without increasing so 
spectacularly, rose from 591-1 million Ib. in 1952 to 693-1 million lb. 
in 1953 (Table 166). 

Deliveries of new civil aircraft (including military types for export) 
increased by over 200 to 628 in 1953 and the total of passenger cars 
at 595,000 was by far the highest in post-war production (Table 180). 


Passenger Movement and Road Transport 

The figures of movement of passengers into and out of the United 
Kingdom indicates a trend for more people to enter and leave the 
United Kingdom by air. There was an increase of about 1,000 in 
the total of passengers arriving by sea in 1953 (about 2-7 million in all) 
but an increase of nearly 200,000 in those travelling by air (1-1 million 
in all). Nearly 9,000 fewer outward bound passengers went by sea 
while those travelling by air increased by nearly 200,000 (Table 34). 

The total number of vehicles on the roads reached 5} million in 
1953 against 3 million in 1938. Of the 5} million 52 per cent, were 
private cars: the 1938 percentage was 63. The number of goods 
vehicles in this total is one million, double the 1938 number (Table 
226). The tonnages carried in these vehicles is estimated at 900 million 
tons in 1952 (Table 231) compared with approximately 300 million 
tons carried by British Railways in the same period (Table 238). 


Finance 

The Abstract contains many tables dealing with financial topics. 
Among the figures supplied one can observe such features as the growth 
in the activities of co-operative retail trading societies and building 
societies and the trend in bankruptcies.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


TUESDAY OCTOBER 19 


Protecting Designs of British Textiles 

A questioner asked what approach Her Majesty’s Government 
had made to the Japanese Government with a view to ensuring that 
the designs of British textile goods were not misused by Japanese 
manufacturers. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, answered 
that as the President promised on May 20, the evidence collected 
on this subject by the Manchester Chamber of Commerce in con- 
junction with the Cotton Board and the British Man-Made Fibres 
Federation had been brought formally to the notice of the Japanese 
Government in Tokyo. The President also discussed the matter 
with Mr. Mukai, the Japanese Prime Minister’s personal repre- 
sentative, when he visited this country at the end of June. He had 
no doubt that the Japanese Government was taking this problem 
very seriously, and he was glad to say that, with its co-operation, a 
delegation of Japanese textile industrialists was now in Manchester 
to discuss practical ways of preventing copying. 


Exports of Prefabricated Buildings 

Mr. Low said that exports recorded as prefabricated buildings 
amounted in 1953 to £3,823,000. This figure excluded garages, 
huts, greenhouses and the like. 

All the services of advice and information and the credit insurance 
facilities of the Export Credits Guarantee Department provided 
generally for exporters by the Government were available for the 
manufacturers of prefabricated buildings, Mr. Low stated. He 
welcomed the efforts they were making over exports. 


Unemployment in Durham 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, stated that the Board of Trade, with the other Departments 
concerned, were carefully watching the trend of employment in 
Durham. While they had no power to direct an industry to a par- 
ticular place, they brought particularly to the notice of industrialists 
seeking new quarters those parts of Development Areas where the 
need for employment was greatest. 


International Copyright Convention 

The President was asked whether he would arrange for the repre- 
sentation of this country at the proposed future discussions with regard 
to the drawing up of a new International Convention relating to the 
protection of musical copyright, gramophone manufacturers and

The uses and possibilities of glass reinforced plastics have extended 
so far in recent years that a comprehensive study of them was obviously 


called for. This is attempted with distinction in a book edited by 
Mr, Phillip Morgan and consisting of 15 chapters by as many qualified 
technicians, each dealing with a more-or-less self-contained aspect 
of the subject. 

The types of glass fibres used are given, and properties of laminates 
made from each are compared. The most widely used resin type, 
the polyester, is described in detail, and full information is given on 
the phenolics, epoxides, silicones and other resins used as bonding 
agents. Moulding techniques used commercially are described, and 
separate chapters are devoted to mass production methods and the 
manufacture of pipe and rod. The chapters on the application of 
these materials cover the special fields of the aircraft, electrical, auto- 
mobile and boat-building industries. 

The book—‘ Glass Reinforced Plastics ’’—is well produced and 
illustrated.

radio and television diffusion ; and if he would make arrangements 
to ensure that the views of music users were given due weight in this 
matter in addition to those of composers, executants and manu- 
facturers. 

Mr. Strauss replied that he assumed the questioner had in mind 
the ‘‘ Preliminary draft Convention regarding the Protection of 
Performers, Manufacturers of Phonographic Records and Broad- 
casting Organizations’ drawn up in 1951. The United Kingdom 
was represented on the Committee that drew up this draft, which 
was only a preliminary draft, and it was represented on the Permanent 
Committee of the Berne Copyright Union which had recommended 
that the Berne Bureau should revise and clarify it. Music users 
among others would be asked to comment on any revised text that 
might be submitted to Governments. 

The President was also asked whether, in view of the fact that the 
report of the committee on copyright was made to the Government 
in October 1952, he would give an assurance that legislation dealing 
with outstanding problems in this field would be brought before 
Parliament at an early date. 

Mr. Strauss replied that the President could not, at present, say 
when it would be possible to introduce such legislation. 


Building and Employment on the Huyton Estate 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
said that the Huyton Industrial Estate, Lancashire, at present 
contained three completed factories of approximately 54,000, 43,000 
and 25,000 square feet. An extension of 11,000 sq. ft. to the smallest 
of these and a new factory of 167,000 sq. ft. were under construction, 
and the building of an extension of 51,000 sq. ft. to the largest of 
the three existing factories would be begun shortly. Owing to the 
small number of firms involved, he was unable to disclose employment 
figures but employment on the estate had increased steadily in the 
past, and a further rise could obviously be expected when the new 
buildings were completed. 

It would not be in the public interest to disclose the prices paid 
under building contracts for Government-financed factories. 


Indian Import Regulations on Grey Cloth 

The Government of India informed the United Kingdom High 
Commissioner in Delhi early last month that imports of cotton textiles 
from the United Kingdom would be freely licensed, and an announce- 
ment to this effect was made in India, on September 11, the President 
said. The Government of India stated, however, that they could not 
agree to reduce the duties on these textiles at the present time.

A REVISED list of goods subject to strategic control if intended 
for Soviet bloc countries (as distinct from China) was published 

in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (pages 782 to 788). It 
was also announced in the same issue that the Board of Trade had 
made consequential changes in export licensing control under the 
Export of Goods (Control) (Amendment No. 2) Order, 1954 
(S.I. No. 1322) which came into operation on October 20. A wide 
range of goods is now freed from control but a few new strategic 
items are added. Some non-strategic goods are also freed from 
control. The changes do not apply to China, Hong Kong, Macao 
and Tibet. 


The following is the text of the schedules in this amending order, 
copies of which may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 1s. (by post 1s.

Polythene-insulated cables, Sheathed with P. V.C, for electric 
Power and Lighting up to 250 volts 


B.S. 1557: 1954 supersedes B.S. 1557: 1949 but deals only 
with  polythene-insulated cables sheathed with polyvinyl 
chloride. Its principal feature is the reduction in insulation and 
sheath thickness resulting from experience since the publication of 
B.S, 1557: 1949. Other changes are the inclusion of quality require- 
ments and tests for the p.v.c. sheath and a method for the determina- 
tion of the grade of the polythene insulation. 

It has been considered desirable to specify tinned copper con- 
ductors as standard, the main advantages being ease of jointing and 
resistance to corrosion. The standard reference temperature of 
20°C. has been adopted, as in other recent British Standards for cables.

Uruguay Offers a Steady Market for United Kingdom 
Capital and Consumer Goods 


. lee is a go-ahead country whose friendly and extensive 
associations with United Kingdom trade have always been a good 

deal more important than her size, as the smallest of South 
American Republics, would suggest at a glance. The survey* 
published last week by H.M. Stationery Office should therefore be 
most useful and may be read in conjunction with the article in the 
Board of Trade Journal of August 14 (page 351). The author gives a 
succinct sketch of the country, its people and its history, and deals 
comprehensively with the economic, industrial and commercial 
organization that has made her standard of living one of the highest 
in Latin America. 

The United Kingdom ranks second to the United States among 
the sources of Uruguay’s imports. Germany has been pressing hard 
on Britain’s heels in recent years, followed by France, but the 
statistics given in the survey point to no other serious competitor. 

Of Anglo-Uruguayan trade, the survey says :— 

“The United Kingdom is Uruguay's oldest traditional trading 
partner, and trade between the two countries has been notable for 
the friendly atmosphere in which it has been conducted. Since the 
recent war, with the industrial revolution characterized by the rapid 
growth of secondary industries in Uruguay, the pattern of trade has 
naturally changed. But there is every hope of a profitable mutual 
interchange of goods continuing on the sare amicable basis as before. 
The United Kingdom is a steady market for Uruguayan meat and 
has interest in her wool, hides and other products: Uruguay offers 
a good market for United Kingdom machinery and capital goods as 
well as for industrial raw materials, vehicles and manufactures. 

“Before the war the United Kingdom used to export large 
quantities of coal to Uruguay. These have shrunk to practically 
nothing. Oil fuels have largely replaced coal, and what coal is used 
has since the war come mainly from the United States. Refined 
sugar was another large export item from the United Kingdom 
but more sugar refining is now done in Uruguay. Semi-finished 
iron and steel products and iron and steel wire were also traditional 
United Kingdom exports, but these suffered after the war from the 
difficult United Kingdom supply position because of defence pro- 
grammes. ‘Textiles have shrunk greatly from the high pre-war level 
as a result of the growth of local Uruguayan industry and the strong 
protectionist policy adopted against textile imports. The market is 
restricted to luxury and fashion textiles and types not yet manu- 
factured in the country. 


Making Up for Lost Ground 


** On the other hand, in other directions United Kingdom exports 
to Uruguay are making up the lost ground. Vehicle exports have 
greatly increased, tractors and agricultural machinery exports are 
becoming more and more important, and there are promising prospects 
for capital equipment of all sorts, industrial chemicals, plastics 
industry raw materials, rayon and other synthetic fibre yarns, radio 
and electrical industry components, and a great diversity of other 
items. An interesting new line of exports to Uruguay from the 
United Kingdom is radio-active isotopes and radio-chemicals. 

‘* In the view of the writer, much of the criticism regarding British 
export methods is unfortunately true. With an industrial revolution 
taking place, the change in the pattern of trade in Uruguay and in 
South America in general must be recognized. As expressed in 
The Economist of February 6, 1954, some sections of British industry 
would do well to ‘ abandon the attempt to sell unsuitable goods to 
unwilling customers and to concentrate on meeting genuine needs.’ 
Sales technique and technical service must be improved. Use of the 
Spanish language and the metric system in trade literature should be 
general. Designs must be more modern and adapted to the tastes 
of Uruguayans. And, above all, there must be more personal visits

to study the market and check on agency arrangements. The winning 
of large public contracts, which are an important feature of trade with 
Uruguay, can in general only be achieved by personal knowledge of 
the market, the people and their requirements. 

“There have been ups and downs in Anglo-Uruguayan trade since 
the war, but conditions in general are favourable for a steady and 
healthy volume of trade on both sides.”

The survey says that much of Uruguay’s importing business is 
in the hands of large merchant houses in Montevideo, and that, 
save in exceptional cases, United Kingdom exporters find it best 
to do business through such houses or through commission agents. 


Import controls are expected to continue—even, probably, to 
become stricter on less-essential goods in step with the growth of 
local industries. 


The basic instrument governing commercial relations between the 
United Kingdom and Uruguay is the Trade and Payments Agreement 
of June 1935, conferring unconditional Most Favoured Nation 
treatment on the two countries in their mutual relations. 


Under the country’s present system of exchange control there are 
three basic fixed buying rates for exports and three fixed selling rates 
for imports. The normal commercial rates are as follows :—

weight, etc. This time limit is extended to 120 days if the merchandise 
is shipped on consignment or if the respective contract contains the 
clauses of the London Corn Trade Association Ltd.

Brazilian Foreign Exchange Tax 
Goes Up 


NDER the terms of Ordinance No. 673 the Brazilian remittance 

tax on purchases of foreign exchange will be increased from 
8 per cent. to 10 per cent. with effect from January 1, 1955. 

Applications for foreign exchange registered with the Banking 
Control Authority before January 1, 1955 (even if authorized in 
1954), will be subject to the new rate should the respective exchange 
be closed in 1955. Exception is made in the case of imports entering 
Brazilian customs houses up to December 31, 1954.

Government departments, municipal undertakings, and the State- 
controlled public services and enterprises are responsible for a con- 


siderable proportion of Uruguay’s imports. ‘Their purchases are 
effected almost entirely by calls for tenders, and foreign firms have to 
tender through a local agent properly appointed. 

The State Bank of the Republic (Banco de la Republica Oriental 
del Uruguay) transacts about half of all the banking business in the 
country, and, as an issue bank, acts as the Government’s financial 
agent. It plays an important role in deciding on the allocation of 
exchange for imports. 

Much foreign capital has gone into Uruguay since the war, and 
although the Government bought out the British-owned public 
services, United Kingdom investments in the country are still con- 
siderable. Banks and exchange brokers can at present operate 
freely in all countries, and there are practically no difficulties in the 
way of the remittance and transfer of funds. 

There are ambitious plans for development of Uruguay’s hydro- 
electric resources.

Anglo-Brazilian Payments Agreement 


HE British Embassy at Rio de Janeiro reports that a further 

sterling remittance of £1,500,000 has been authorized by the 
Bank of Brazil under the Anglo-Brazilian Payments Agreement. 
This authorization covers all applications for the remittance of 
sterling which were approved by the Bank of Brazil up to and in- 
cluding July 21, 1952.

Argentina and Bolivia 


A TREATY of Economic Union between the Republics of Bolivia 

and Argentina was signed in La Paz on September 9, 1954. The 
treaty, which is subject to ratification by each country, entered into 
force fifteen days after signature and will remain in force for a period 
of three years, being renewable by tacit agreement for successive 
periods of one year. 

The treaty provides for various measures for strengthening the 
economic, commercial and social relations between the two countries : 
these are set out in general terms in the treaty and the details are left 
to a Mixed Commission on Economic Union which is to be set up 
for the purpose. It provides also for an annual interchange of goods 
to a total value of 18 million dollars: on the Argentine side these 
consist mainly of cattle for slaughter and wool and, in return, the 
Bolivians are to provide mainly petroleum, minerals and timber.

States in such increased quantities as to cause or threaten serious 
injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly competitive 
products. 


United Kingdom exporters of this product are advised to get in 
touch with their importing agencies in the United States with a 
view to ensuring that, if a public hearing is held, any proposals to 
increase the import duty and/or impose quota limitations on imports 
are opposed. 


The application filed with the Tariff Commission may be read and 
copied by interested parties at the office of the Secretary, United 
States Tariff Commission, 8th and E. Streets, N.W., Washington, 
D.C., and also in the New York office of the Tariff Commission 
(Custom House, Room 437). 


If the United States Tariff Commission orders a public hearing 
a further notice will be published in the Board of Trade Journal. 


Decision on Import Quota for Oats 


The United States Tariff Commission have recommended that 
the total aggregate quantity of oats, hulled or unhulled, and unhulled 
ground oats, entered or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption 
during any twelve month period beginning on October 1, 1954, shall 
not be permitted to exceed 40 million bushels of 32 pounds each. 


_ The President of the United States has accepted the recommenda- 
tion of the Commission but has limited its application to one year 
beginning October 1, 1954, and has also prescribed that, of the quota 
of 40 million bushels, not more than 39,312,000 bushels shall be im- 
ported from Canada. 


The terms and date of the Tariff Commission inquiry were 
announced in the Board of Trade Journal on September 4, page 503. 


Tariff Classification of Hats and 
Beaded Bag Plates
